MARKED PROGRESS MADE LAST NIGHT ALONG 
THE FLANDERS FRONT AND TROOPS ARE

GERMAN POSITIONS 


MORE THAN 16,000 PRISONERS AND 100 GUNS 


TAKEN IN ADVANCE THROUGH HUN DEFENSES 


Advances of Five to Seven Miles Have Been Scored by 


French Forces Within the Past 48 Hours, While Many 
Towns, Hills and Important Road Centers Have Been 
Wrested From the "Enemy—German Loss Heavy in 
Number of Sharp and Decisive Attacks—Enemy Still 
Clinging to the Messines Ridges, Which It Cannot Hold

Jonehery—seven miles west of Rheims 


In the north the Germans are con- 


tinuing to move backward along the 
Flanders front. The British are accel- 
erating the retirement by sharp attacks, 
in one of which they captured the vil- 
lage of Ploegsteert. 


They have regained their April line 


on the southern part of this front, from 
Neuve Chapelle to Givenchy and have 
eveh^pushed.beyond it in spots to the 
eastward ,of ?<JlVenchy. 


The Germans are still clinging to the 


Messines ridge—the highest point of 
this sector—but from the manner In 
which they are being forced back fur 
ther sodth it seems doubtful if they 
will be able to hold it much longer. 


On the Douai Cambrai front and im

when the war began, and was treated 
for a time as an enemy alien, but was 
released and went to Germany, where 
the spy bureau recognized possibilities 
in him and showered favors upon him. 
and presumably gave him money 
He 
reached Russia just after his country 
had thrown off Czarism and he sold it 
to Kaiserism. The Duman was in some 
•^nse a representative body. So at a 
later date was the Constituent Assem- 
bly. 
Lenine and his Bolsheviki de- 
stroyed both. A Government b\ the 
people would not be a Government by 
Lenine. or a Government by Berlin. 
Whether Lenine was controlled by 
ambition, 
or hatred 
of the middle 
class, the bourgeosie. or by German 
gold—and probaly he was subject to 
all three of them—he used his elo- 
quence, his cunning, his eminent skill 
as a conspirator, to reduce Russia to 
German subjection. 
From the beginning of their perni- 


cious activity Lenme and Trptzky and 
the rest of their gang repudiated pop- 
ular rue. discarded all the traditional 
national ambitions and interests, dis- 
claimed Constantinople (though 
the 
control of the Bosphorus. if not the

CONSERVING AUTOMOBILES.

Without a roll call the United States 
senate passes the amendment to the 
agricultural bill, making the nation 
bone-dry on July 1. 1913. 
So clearly 


The War Industries Board has made 


a drastic reduction in the number of 
passenger 
automobiles that 
can be 


manufactured during the rest of the 
year. It seems quite possible that no 
new pleasure cars will be made next 
year. Automobiles have therefore be- 
come one of the staples of the nation 
that must be conserved like any other. 
Heretofore the majority of automobile 
owners have thought little about pre- 
serving their machines. 


When you buy a house it should 


last your family 100 years. A young 
horse and a carriage should) be good 
15 years with good care. A piano 
ought to last 25 years. 


But 
the average 
automobile is 


traded off in three years at least, and 
a great many of them go in a year. 
That is not wholly because new and 
more desirable 
styles come along. A 


great many of them under hard wear 
and rough riding have developed some 
mechanical defect. 


Jluch of this rapid decay could be 


saved by more careful handling. The 
car that is forced at high speeds 
around corners and over rough roads 
is subjected to a strain such as no 
other machinery ever has to meet. 


Many people are not satisfied with a 


week end run 
unless it has covered 


150 to 2nn miles. If they would be con- 
tent to visit places nearer home and 
run at lower rates of speed, the life of 
the machine could be greatly 
pro- 


longed. 


The people who are wearing out 


their cars i»y fast running and long 


arc likely to find in a year or 


two that equallv good machines 
command a very high price. Cars arc 
going to Iwcoiuc scarce- Those who 
want to kwj> running them and have 
them in good condition without paying 
exorbitant prices, should nurse along 
the old car very carefully.

other industries essential to the war. 
It also provides that after the last 
day of April. 1919. no grain, cereal, 
fruit or other food product can be 
used for the making ol "beer, wine 
or other intoxicating malt or vinous 
liquors for beverage purposes.*' 
Concurrence by the house is neces- 
sary to make this Shepherd amend- 
ment operative. The dry sentiment of 
the house is recognized, and there is 
small doubt that the bill will be en- 
acted virtually in its present form. 
Its acceptance constitutes a bit of mu- 
ral chirography the effects of which 
will not he lost either upon the ad- 
vancing drys or the retreating wets.
